Sir Auckland C, Geddes, minister 
of national service, addressing depu- 
tations from Glasgow the other day, 
said: “They must remember in con- 
nection with any theory of recruiting 
that an army was not only a fighting 
machine, It was very largely a com- 
munity, such as the city of Glasgow, 
only it was a temporary community, 
It required an claborate transport 
service, water delivery, food sup- 
plies, sanitary services, and many 
other things; the whole organization 
was that of a big community, and 
the fighting work was on the aver- 


;age not more than one twenty-fifth 
of the more or less civil work going 
on at any given time. It was only 


when they began to think of an army 
in that w ay, aS a vast community, a 
big city dumped in the open, with 
all the needs of a big community to 
be satisfied under most exceptional 
and strenuous conditions, that they 
gained a right conception, and real- 
ized that the army needed older men 
to maintain cohesion and to steady 
the young men. All the qualities 
that go to make good citizens in this 
country were needed in their citizen 
armics, and the older men must be 
there. It was a big community with 
a public opinion of its own, and it 
wanted the different age elements 
which had their lot and part in pub- 
lic opinion,

The fuel administrator suggests 
that as a measure of economy in the 
use of coal Americans reduce the 
temperature of their houses at least 
five degrees this winter.

The , Mdaprabieneer’ of the British 
Tommy, of which Rudyard Kipling 
was never tired of singing, has prov 
ed itself again and again during the 
present war. Some of the genus are 


fighting in Italy where they have 
ecn taking part in what the experts 
describe as one of the Rreatest bat- 
tles of the war. 


“The other afternoon,” writes one 
of these Britishers, “I sat on a wood- 
ed spur and watched 15 miles of hills 
all spouting flame and smoke, and 
the only ling things in sight were 
two men running across a_ bridge 
which was being shelled and a loose 
mule galloping across a field; noth 
ing more, and this in a battle in 
which there are nearer two million 
than one engaged on a 40-mile front, 

“At my feet was a ruined chateau, | 
with its trees and statues and foun- 
tains, all knocked to blazes. Two or 
three field batteries were firing furi- 
ously, but not a sign was there of 
Stns or gunners except the long 
Streaks of flame and the ear-splitting 
racket, 
“A long, low hill on the other side 
of a ruined town was being attacked 
by infantry, but not a thing could be 
Seen except a great pall of yellaw 
dust. Whenever there was a slight 
lull in the artillery one could hear

Because of familiarity with 
Lloyd George’s views on all subjects, 
I asked Mr. Spender to discuss the 
premier’s war policy. 

The author declared first that 
Lloyd George believes the war can- 
not be ended without a military deci- 
sion, He is not a hater of Germany, 
but he feels that as the Germans con- 
sider force the dominant factor in 
the settlement of difficulties, they 
must be matched by force. 


In the second place, the premier 
believes that a revolutfon is coming 
in Germany. He thinks the constant 
attacks on the kaiser are liable to 
result in making him a martyr in the 
eyes of the people. He believes the 
German people must reconstruct | 
their government in their own way, 
without any outside dictation. 

Thirdly, Lloyd George docs not 
consider that Germany can be beaten 
through hunger, He agrees with For 
mer Ambassador Gerard that there is 
more danger of England suffering 
from famine than Germany, but he is 
convinced it is impossible to starve a 
nation. 

Fourth, Lloyd George does not 
pin his faith on a war attrition. He 
thinks a decision cannot be reached 
merely through killing men, through 
superiority of numbers. Superior 
military brains are needed, he  be- 
lieves.

question of war aims are practically |

son,

Sir Frederick Fraser Plans to Pub- 
lish Daily Newspaper an 
Monthly Magazine 
for Blind 


It is interesting to note in the face 
of general horror of blindness, that 
the assumption in many quarters 
that the war will turn back into Can- 
ada hundreds of sightless men is 
without foundation, The records of 
the military hospitals commission, 
under whose direction all disabled 
soldiers come when they return to 
this country, show that of the 400,000 
Canadians sent overseas, only 31 
have been blinded to date. 

Nine of these men have been re- 
turned to Canada rearly to carry on 
cans which they learned at 
St. Dunstan’s School for the Blind in 
London, England, and are making 
good; the rest are in England, still 
in training. 

There have been several cases in 
which the men have become blind 
after their return to Canada, and pro- 
vision for their re-education has 
been made in the School for the 
Blind at Halifax, under the direction 
of Sir Frederick Fraser. 

Sir Frederick is planning a new in- 
stitution now which will accommo- 
date any further cases of this kind 
and rival the St. Dunstan's school 
and the Light House established by 
Miss Winifred Holt in Paris for the 
re-education of the blinded soldiers 
in France. 

He is planning to include a print- 
ing house for the publication of lit- 
erature in the raised type used by 
the blind, including a daily news- 
paper and a monthly magazine.
